Much as I regret that the hasty 
action of Senator Lodge and the Pres- 
ident has foiced an issue between the 
President and myself, 
the 
extreme 


language he used makes such an issue 
unavoidable 
I cannot shirk fronr or 


evade it, although I cannot use^foward 
the chief executive any language like 
his own 
Upon our respective state- 


ments- I submit the controversy with 
confidence, to the judgment of those 
•who know me. There is fortunately 
circumstantial "evidence of a hign*6i> 
der which shows that tfie President 
couid have omitted to make in sub- 
stance a statement which he denies; 
nor could he have them macte whole 
a statement which be now substi- 
tutes. His impulsiveness has led nim 
into serious error upon this point, of 
no importance in itself, but only as 
effective his attack upon me. I was 
summoned to the White House by the 
president by a letter from Secretary 
Loeb. I knew, and the President 
"knew it was impossible for him to 
open conferences with Tillman, unless 
fully satisfied that the President had 
absolutely given up all intention of" 
coming to an agreement with the Sen- 
ators who had been making a contest 
for an unlimited court leview and in 
stating his object he said he had part- 
ed from them finally, naming Knox, 
Foraker and Spooner as the Senators 
who had made arguments in the sen-

man made a further explanation in 
the senate concerning his negotiations 
with the president and had former 
Senator Chandler's memoranda read. 
The president's letter to Senator Alli-

the Iowa senator. Mr. Tillman said: 


"There are only two points in the 


president's letter which I deem worthv 
of notice. His attempted explanation 
is ingenious, but not ingenuous. Ha 
calls in question the integrity of pur- 
pose and utterance of Mr Chandler by 
declaring 'he was asked to see ex- 
Senator Chandler as representing Mr. 
Tillman, who was in charge of the 
bill. He stated to me the views of 
Mr. Tillman with seeming authority.' 
Mr. Chandler has declared most posi- 
tively in a written statement that the 
president sent for him for the purpose 
of getting into communication with 
Senator Bailey and myself, and he has 
produced the letter of Mr. Loeh. 


declare most emphatically that to 


no human being have I ever given au- 
thority or even expressed o a wish to 
have any conference with Theodore 
Roosevelt in regard to the bill now un- 
der consideration 
On the contrary, I 


have.expressed the opinion in nwe 
than one public interview that he had 
nothing to do with, it and that it was 
the business of the senate, and while 
t did, at his request, enter into nego- 
tiations with the attorney general, it 
is well known to every senator on this 
loor what my attitude and feelings 
lave been, and it is most remarkable 
while the piesident sent for Democrat 
after Democrat to confer with him 
about this measure that he should un- 
dertake under the circumstances to 
assert that I sent an agent to him to 
begin negotiations. The statement is 
absurd on its face. 


The other point to which I shall

the attitude of labor unions toward in- 
dustrial schools was embodied in the 
report of the committee OB industrial 
education to the National Association 
of Manufacturers. The report declared

Washington, May 16 —"There is not 


a fire insurance company in this coun- 
try that knows whether it will be solv- 
ent or not when it pays its San Fran- 
cisco losses " This statement, coming 
as it did from Miles M. Dawson, act 
uary for the Armstrong committee of 
New York, somewhat startled the 
house committee on judiciary. Mr. 
Dawson was discussing the question 
of a model insurance regulation act 
for the District of Columbia. His ar- 
gument previously had been confined 
to life insurance, but he made this 
slight digression to point out what he 
deemed faulty provisions in the Ames 
bill regarding fire companies. 


Height of Fricco Buildings. 


San Francisco, Ma> 16. — At a meet-

Fall River, Mass., May 16.—A meet- 


ing of the Fall River Textile council 
comprising three delegates from each 
of the five principal textile unions 
here, has been called for tonight, when 
it is expected some action, or at least 
recommendation, will be taken on the 
wage question. There is a feeling of 
discontent'among the cotton mill em- 
ployes owin? to the fact that for the 
past few weeks there has been no 
wage dividend and there is no likeli- 
hood of any in the immediate future 
because of the high price of cotton and 
the failure of finished cloth to go up 
correspondingly The operative would 
stand for this were it not that it is 
generally known that most of the lo- 
cal mills are tuining very handsome 
profits, instanced by extra dividends, 
some of them have been paying and 
the action of the Tecumseh mills this 
week in declaring a 50 per cent stock 
dividend. 


Bven the mill owners profess to be- 


lieve it would be better if the oper- 
atives netted about 6 per cent every 
week on their wages through the wage 
dividend scheme, for this would tend 
to put down the discontent that now 
exists, but the margin being regulated 
by the prices of cotton and cloth, is 
now below the 12 1-2 cent basis agreed 
upon after the last strike. 


Just what the consequence will be 


cannot be told, but there is a strong 
sentiment, 
particularly among the 


wevrers. who comprise the bulk of the 
workers, 
that 
the 
manufacturers 


should restore the rate of wages in 
vogue before the big strike that end- 
ed in January last year.

Ohio railroad, was called.* Through 
him it Tvas brought out that the Mer- 
chants' Coal company and the Somer- 
set Coal company had frequently re- 
ceived many cars in excess of their 
percentage 
allotment, while various 


smaller companies suffered a short- 
age. Mr. Hale explained that the 
shortage shown on the records did not 
indicate that the companies suffered 
for lack of cars, as in many cases 
these companies 
could not handle 


their full complement of cars. An in-

Superintendent 


Kale's testimony was the fact that the 
Baltimore & Ohio company had made 
frequent changes in the percentage 
basis. Counsel" for the 
commission 


called attention to the fact that these 
changes were made at times when 
certain companies had received cars 
far in excess of their percentage al- 
lotment 
Mr Hale said that these ex- 


cesses and shortage were not evened 
up -when the new percentages were 
adopted. 


G. W. Clark of AHoona, Pa., a car 


distributor in the employ of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company, proved to 
be an interesting witness. He was 
asked how he determined the daily 
percentage of distribution, and replied 
that the cars were distributed accord- 
ing to the capacity in various regions. 
The conditions, he declared, varied 
from day to day, and the required dis- 
tribution was

complete yard reports and reports of 
cars eu route.

Reply to Czar's Address. 


St Petersburg, Jtay 16. — The lower 


house's draft of the address to the 
throne consists practically of the fol- 
lowing 10 demands. General amnesty; 
the abolition of the death penalty; the 
suspension of martial lav and all ex- 
ceptional laws; full civil liberty; the 
abolition of the council of the empire ; 
the revision of the fundamental law; 
the establishment of the responsibility 
of ministers; the right of interpella- 
tion; forced expropriation of land; 
guarantees ef the rights of trades 
unions. 


Former Attorney General Claims He 


Has Been Vindicated by the Grand 
Jury at Bucyrus—Monnett'and To- 
bias Rival Candidates Per State Po 
iltfbn, According to Houck. 


Columbus, O, May 16.—Judge David 


P. Pugh ot this city, who was assocl 
ated witfr former Attorney General 
Frank S. Monnett in bringing the 
Hocking Valley-Ohio Central ouster 
suit, the compromise of which Is being 
investigated by the Crawford county 
grand jury, made the following state- 
ment: 


"It was not a compromise, but a de- 


cree. 
The prosecuting attorneys of 


Crawford and Hocking counties^ re 
spectively, were in charge of the cases 
and we were simply employed to as- 
sist the prosecutors. 
They consented 


to the decree that was entered. There 
were three causes of action in each 
case. One asked for the ouster of the 
companies from their charters for, vio- 
latlftn of the anti-trust laws; the sec- 
ond charged that the two roads were 
violating the parallel line law. The 
third was that the roads were not pay- 
ing sufficient taxes. By the settle- 
ment of the cases the roads were per- 
petually enjoined from violating the 
parallel line law and the^anti-trust and 
tax causes of action were dismissed. 


"In each case an attorney fee of 


}2,000 was 'allowed by the «ourt and 
this was taxed against the railroads 
as costs. Not a cent came out of the 
public treasury. Nor was there any 
greater fee paid us than what the 
court allowed in the decree entered. 
There was no compromise out 
of 


court. Nothing was done that does 
not appear in the court's own decree. 


"It is foolish to talk about the set- 


tlement of these cases forever estop- 
ping the state from proceeding against 
these two railroads for violation of 
either the anti-trust or parallel line 
laws. The state has as much right to- 
day as it e\er had." 


Monnett and Tobias Candidates. 
Cleveland, O, May 16 — According 


to a statement made here by L. B. 
Houck, secretary to Governor Patti- 
son, both former Attorney General 
Monnett and Judge Tobias are active 
candidates for appointment by Gover- 
nor Pattison to a place on the new 
state railroad commission. Judge To- 
bias instructed the grand jury at Bu- 
cyrus to investigate a rumor that 
Messrs. Monnett and Gallinger had 
settled the ouster case against the 
Hocking Valley and Ohio Central raJ- 
ways for |?,000 and that |5,000 of this 
sum had never been accounted for. 


Vesuvius More Violent 


Naples, May 16. — Professor Mat- 


taucci, director of the royal observ- 
atory, telegraphed that the volcanic 
activity of Meunt Vesuvius is increas- 
ing and that the crater is discharg- 
ing a great quantity of sand. The pro- 
fessor added that -it was impossible, 
owing to rain, to explore the volcano. 


Return to \Work. 


Paris, May 16— Many thousands »f 


artisans in jewelry, printers and coach 
builders, who struck^May 1, have re- 
sumed work. The prefecture of police 
estimates the total number of strikers 
in the Paris district now under 70,000, 
mostly excavators and builders.
